When we, as green little Freshmen, entered the portals of the New 
Bedford Vocational School on that bright September morn in 1937, 
there were many questions in our minds. Little did we realize then, 
that our four years would fly by so quickly and that in this short time 
we would change from awkward students to self-confident, eager young 
men and women so well versed in the arts and sciences of the vocational 
world as to enable us to work our way to the key positions of our chosen 
profession, if that is what destiny holds in store for us. 


We were assigned to our chosen classes and departments. Our 
wonders increased. We were introduced to our worthy instructors, 
Mr. William Mackintosh and Miss Mildred G. Horne, who welcomed 


us and pointed out to us the ideals and aims of Vocational training. 


How well we remember that trying, yet delightful, period of orien- 
tation, so common to students entering a strange institution amidst a 
group of unfamiliar fellow pupils. There was the constant oppor- 
tunity to make new friends, the continued absentmindedness which led 
one astray into the wrong classes, the constant effort to remember where 
to go and at what time, and the overpowering fear of being one second 
tardy and being sent to the detention room. Thusly, we groped around 
until we were acclimated to conditions. 


The months passed rapidly, but there was not all work and no 
play. Girls and boys took part in the varied school activities. Girls 
were placed on the Student Council and Traffic Squad. Later the 
Seniors held a dance in our honor, which of course, flattered us greatly. 
The boys enjoyed basketball by playing against the different shops. 
This proved that there was the cooperation which developed our school 
SPiIrit: 


Rapidly our Freshman year came to a close, and we hit the trail 
toward an enjoyable summer’s vacation. 


When we again assembled in September of 1938 it was our priv- 
ilege to welcome new arrivals. Athletics interested us much more, and 
we were better acquainted with our players. In this year we won the 
Soccer-Bristol County Championship. Our boys were also the Track 
State champs, the Half Mile Relay champs and the Carpentry Depart- 
ment captured the Shop League Basketball Championship. 


We entered as Juniors in ?39 with more dignity and determination. 
We were disappointed to find that some of our classmates were unable 
tc be with us this year. Our Junior meetings took place once a month, 
under the guidance of Miss Virginia McDermott and Mr. Wilfred Bowers. 
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We also took upon ourselves the duty of electing our representatives. 
We chose Kenneth Whalley, President; Julia Fournier, Vice President; 
Lucy Obedzinski, Secretary; and Albert Rozario, Treasurer. These 
cfhicers proved themselves to be very capable and deserving of their 
positions of trust. The Glee Club, organized this year under the lead- 
ership of Miss Horne, proved to be a very successful venture. We had a 
very successful year in sports, the Football team winning State Class 
C; Track, State Class B Relay; Baseball, Bristol County Championship, 
and the Carpentry reached top place in the Shop Basketball League. 


In the Fall of ’40 we entered school with the reserve, dignity, and 
the aloofness so characteristic of seniors. Our class officers for this all 
important year were Gordon Thompson, President; Lodia Tomkiewicz, 
Vice President; Doris Taylor, Secretary; and Charles Gaudette, Treas- 
urer. Mrs. Estelle Oldfield and Mr. Sterling Wilson were our class ad- 
visers. The call from the Red Cross was answered to the best of our 
abilities. The annual Christmas Tea, a very attractive affair was well 
attended by members of the Board of Trustees, members of the Advisory 
Board and many city officials. The Students’ Christmas party followed 
this event, and the remainder of the year passed quickly by. 


However, all was not play, and we had many occasions to use that 
grey matter so preciously guarded in our younger days. In no time at 
all we started boning for our final exams. Then, the real thrill of a life- 
time, you have passed and are eligible to receive that coveted diploma, 
the visible reward of effort and application to your studies. 


As we approached the month of May the boys became a group of 
Silas Marners scrimping and saving for that eventful prom. The day 
or rather the night came and there the class of 1941 held forth to frolic 
for the last time as students of the same school. 


Then, as we filed slowly across the stage and were presented with 
our diplomas, we suddenly realized for the first time what a great debt 
we owed to our director and instructors for their patience, perseverence, 
and understanding, and we resolved that by our work in the future we 
shall attempt to repay them for their effort.
